Wehavetogetonthe properfoot and 
make suresthat.only_jegal activities 
are taking place on the sidewalks,” 
urged Lazarts. 

OPPORIUNITY

Both the public works director 
and Lazarus stressed that merchants 
Should apply for the applications 
before March 1.“After March 1,the 
police _ department will make sure 
that any displays out in Chinatown 
and North Beach have permits,” 
Warned Lazarus， 

BUSINESS AS USUAL 

Lee added，“While you are 
WwWaiting [for the application to be 
processed], if it is before March' 1 
then lt is okay to do business a8 
UsSual. After March 1, the ordinance 
will be enforced.” 

The target date of March 1 for 
enforcement of the law was 
Suggested as a way to accommodate 
SeVveral needs. One, the Department 
of Public Works was concerned 
about an orderly process, which will 
require ， an on-Site physical 
inspection of the shop，stands and 
Sidewalk Space to ， determine 
compliance with the provisions， 


The day' after the election，the 
janitorial firm they worked for， 
known as Whitewood Oriental Co.， 
dissolved and claimed it could no 
longer meet its obligations to the 
airport. Whitewood was an afifiliate 
of World Services JInc.，a large， 
Houston-based janitorial firm. 

A _ new janitorial company， 
Lucky Maintenance，was then 
Signed by the airport to replace 
Whitewood.， TIhe new company 
declared that it would not recognize 
Local 87 as the union of the janitors 
because the recently-held NLRB 
hearings _ involved Whitewood and 
not Lucky Maintenance.Ihe new 
firm then proceeded to fire many of 
the janitors who had been active in 
the union drive. 

The janitors and their union 
claim that the new company is just 
another affiliate of World Services， 
broughtin sothatit wouldnothaveto 
negotiate with Local 87. 

They also alleged that the firing 
of the janitors was done in retalia- 
tion for the Successful union drive. 
Wray Jacobs, president of Local 87， 
cited other“flagrant violations”of 
the janitors” rights in retaliation for 
the Successful union drive:

OPTIMISTIC 

The Janitors Local 87 has 
recently filed the above grievances 
against World/Lucky Service with 
the NLRB，Although they are 
optimistic _ that the NLRB will 
eventually disallow Lucky'”s refusal 
to negotiate with Local 87，union 
members also know that many of 
these NLRB investigations take 
many months，and sometimes even 
years, to be be compjleted.

Sacramento Supes 
Pass Ordinance 
To Repay Nikkei 


SACRAMENTO ”一 The 
Sacramento County Board of 
Supervlsors recently passed an 


ordinance establishing a memorial 
fund in recognition of the injustices 
created by the evauation of the 
Japanese Americans during World 
War II TIhe ordinance Stipulates 
that Japanese Americans who lost 
their county civll service jobs as a 
TeSult of the forced relocation during 
World War II can be compensated 
from the memorial fund. 
Supervisor Illa Collin introduced 
the Proposal which sets aside 
$35,000 for the memorial fund. 
Eligible employees may apply to the 
fund for up to a maximum Sum of 
$5,000,， County employees of 
Japanese ancestry who losttheirjobs 
between March 2，1942,，and June 
20,1946, because oftheir relocation 
into internment camps are eligible 
for repayment，Survivors of the 
former employees are not eligible. 
Filing applications will be accepted 
from nowuptill s pm,April2, 1984:

”We have to come up with a 
serious alternative,”he stated.“ 工 
we don't have a_ serious alternative， 
the bill then deserves to pasS.” 

Many people concerned with the 
bill feel that there will be a major 
battle on the House fioor over the 
bill, the Z4 777aes indicated. 

One of those was Rep. Daniel 
Lungren (了 R-Long Beach), a leading 
Supporter of the bill，who believes 
that a real “donnybrook ”will ensue 
over the bill. TIhe ranking minority 
member of the Subcommittee that 
drafted the bill also predicted -that 
“when all the dust settles, we'll have 
basically the House and Senate 
versions.”

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_UC Fegehis Adopt Systemwide 
Affirmative Action Plan

BERKELEY The _ nine- 
campus University of California 
(UC) system recently adopted a new 
five-year affirmative action Plan 
calling for increased enrollment of 
certain Underrepresented 。 groups 
within each campus. 

This plan，created by a UC 
policy committee made up of 
students，faculty members， 
administrators ” and “community 
leaders, differs fromtheprevious UC 
affirmative _ action policy which 
Imerely called for a Systemwiae 
increase in enrollment and retention 
of ， underrepresented ”minority 
grOuUps. (Retention refers to a 
School s ability to keep students from 
dropping out once they have 
enrolled.) 

The old five-year policy did not 
require that each campus attempt to 


increase its minority population to 


reflect closely the proportion of 
designated minority groups within 
the California population. While the 
new plan does not require this either， 
it calls for increasing minority 
enrollment in proportion to the total 
number of California high school 
graduates from'each minority group. 
Under the new plan，a campus 
with 3a low black population but a 
high Asian one，for instance，will 
have to concentrate its affirmative 
action program to Tecruit more 
blacks. Similarly，a campus with a 
low Asian but 3a high black 
population will have to recruit more 
Asians，One with a low overall 
minority population will， of course， 
have to try to get all groups. 
Blacks，Hispanics，and native 
Americans are currently 
underrepresented at the 
undergraduate level, a report in the 
DaiD Calornaiam 
stated. The report also noted that, in

Attorneys for the workers， 
Dennis Hayashi and Michael 
Wong of Asian Law Caucus， 
indicated that this is one of the few 
lawsuits filed againsta manufacturer 
for Violations :oOccurring in a 
contractors Shop. Ihe other such 
Tare case was filed in 1969，also 
against Fritzi. 

There are approximately 300 
Workers at the factory located at 
1061 Market St Most work on a 
piece rate, with some earning as low 
as $6-12 per day. Attorneys for the 
plaintiff say they hope the rest of the 
Workers will eventually join the 
jawsuit,

ASIANS NOT HURT 

UC Board of Regents chairman 
Yori Wada felt that overall the new 
plan looks good and that“Asian 
Americans will not be hurt at all by 
the new Plan.”He noted that the 
category of Asian Americans 
basically includes only Japanese and 
Chinese Americans who are well 
represented within the UC system. 
“They make up over 209% of the 
population at UC Berkeley,， he 
added. 

Filipinos， 开 oreans， Southeast 
Asians and other underrepresented 
Asian groups are listed under their 
Own Separate categories,“to ensure 
that they don't get lost within the 
Japanese and Chinese American 
statistics,，”Wada Said, in reference- 
to the possibility that these groups 
could be overlooked ifthey were not 
handled separately. 

The Regents chairman 
mentioned thattherehas been alarge 
increase in the Korean and Filipino 
American population within the UC 
System in the past five years. 

He is, however, concerned abonut 
the  _ increasing “ percentage “of 
Southeast Asian students among the 
state's _ high school graduates and 
Stressed the need for affirmative 
action and Support programs for this 
group. Ihe main Support services 
neededbythis group will probablybe 
in the area of bilingual education， 
Wada prognosticated. 


CURRENT CONCERN 

Wada emphasized that cur- 
rently the Primary concern is to 
increase the enrollment and reten- 
tion of Blacks and Hispanics system- 
wide. The 1983 statistics for under- 
graduates at UC Berkeley，which， 
according to Wada, has done better 


than its sister campuses, Shows that 


Blacks make up only 4.$9% of the 
undergraduate population. Hispan- 
ics comprise 53.496 and native 
Americans 0.496. 

However low these figures may 
be, they represent an increase Over 
those a few years ago. According to 
statistics obtained from Austin 
Frank of the Offce of Student 
Research at UC Berkeley, the Black 
undergraduate population in 1979 
was only 3.396 of the total. 
Hispanics then made up 3.49%6 and 
native Americans 0.496.… 


Both Wada and Angela Johnson， 
affirmative action research assistant 
for the UC O 鲈 ce of Academic 
Affairs, agreedthatthelow retention 
rate of Black and Hispanics was due 
to _ the difficulties many of them 
experience ” academically.， IThey 
stressed the need for strengthened 
Support services forthese students to 
help them adjust to the university 
environment. 

“The systemwide affirmative 
action plan acts -3S the overall 
guidelines for the campuses， the 
minimumm Tequirements， explained 
Johnson， who “worked on UC 
Berkeley's new plan.“Each campus

Was directed to do its own specific 
affirmative action plan.”Berkeley's 
plan， for example， calls ”for 
increasingthe percentages of Blacks， 
Hispanics and other target groups 
beyond those required by the 
Systemwide policy. 


BEST RECORDS 

UC Berkeley and UCLA were 
acclaimed as having the best records， 
in terms of affirmative action and 
minority recruitment.、Ihe reasons 
for their Success in .recruiting 
minorities，according to Wada and 
Johnson，were their location near 
Urban areas;j extensive ITecruiting 
offices and Support ”Services; 
diversity of school populations and 
majors; and the greater repnutation 
the two schools have for academic 
excellence. 

Wada expressed his belief that 
UC Berkeley s reputation as one of 
the nation's top institutions of higher 
education as the main reason for its 
large Asian American population. 
“They feel a degree from UC 
Berkeley is worth more in the market 


than 3a degree from the other 


”he hypothesized. 


LEAST SUCCESS 

The schools with the least 
amotnt of Success in minority 
Tecruitment, according to Wada, are 
UC Riverside and UC Santa 
Barbara，He contends that their 
locations in areas devoid of minority 
communities arethe main obstacles. 

“We have found that a larger 
number of minority parents are more 
prFotective oftheir children and prefer 
them to stay near the community in 
Which they grew up,” concurred 
Johnson, who also put UC Riverside 
and UC Santa Barbara on her list of 
unsuccessful ”affirmative ”action 
Schools. 

The research assistant Suggested 
that the “atmosphere” of the 
campuses” Surrounding areas also 
made minority recruitment difficult. 
“When people think of Santa 
Barbara， they dont think of 
diversity,”commented Johnson.“It 
is considered a very homogeneous， 
Anglo surfer _ town.” Many 
minorities， She noted，may feel 
uncomfortable in that situation. 

UC Davis was mentioned by 
Johnson as a school with the same 
minority recruiting problems as 
Riverside and Santa Barbara. Yet in 
spite of its “somewhat redneck” 
image, that School has improved its 
affirmative action Program in the 
past few years and recently received 
an award for its commitment to 


campuses，

NO PENALIIES 

A problem pointed out by both 
the UC Regent's chairman and the 
research assistant was that there are 
no Specific penalties for campuses 
who do not attempt to comply with 
the affirmative action plan. 

Eunds for Specific campuses 
could be withheld,“but no campus 
has ever had that done to them,” 
Johnson observed. The possibility of 
small penalties in funding seems 
Imore likely. “The Regents could 
point out to a campus its lack of 
Success in affirmative action and 
then withhold minor funds,” she 
asserted. 

The individual campuses have 
now completed their specific 
affirmative action plans and will 
submit them to the Regents for 
appProval.

The character “ram” is also used 
for “lamb,”“goat,” and “sheep.”“ 
The way the Chinese tell them apart 
is to add another character to it. 
For example: combined with the 
character “wool” it is unmistakably 
“sheep“: join it with “mountain,” 
and it turns into the word “goat”;

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State Budget Cuts May Limit 


Garment Wo 


By MARK J. JUE 

SAN FRANCISCO 一 Recent 
state budget cuts could hinder the 
enforcement of the laws which 
regulate California"s garment 
industry. 

The cuts made by Governor 
George Deukmejian and approved 
by the state legislature have reduced 


the number of enforcement agents 


and eliminated most spot checks of 
garment shop Owners Suspected of 
Violating the ljaws. Enforcement now 
depends largely on complaints by 
Workers. 

REORGANIZATION 

“We've been lindergoing a lot of 
Teorganization because ofthe budget 
cuts and we don't have as many 
people working for us, but that's not 
to Say we re going to stop enforcing 
the law， stated Paul Blythe, head of 
Special programs for the state?s 
Division of Labor Standards 
Enforcement， 

The budget cuts resulted in the 
elimination of the concentrated en- 
forcement program and more than 
two-thirds of the agents removed. 
Those remaining agents were placed 
into anewly formed Bureau of Field 
Enforcement which must spread its 
efiorts to every industry in the state. 

“While some of our people were 
laid off and other placed in new field 
positions,， they'll still do what they 
were trained to do” Blythe 
maintained. “But it will be a big 
task.” 

TOUGHER LAWS 

Jronically， _ California"s laws， 
considered thetoughestin the nation， 


: Will get even tougher in January. 
Enforcement agents will be able to 
.lssue citations to manufacturers who 
_ fail to pay their workers the 


minimum wage. The fines will be 
increased from $10 to $50 per 
Worker for the first violation and 
$100 per-worker for the second 
Violation. 

Also, according to the new laws， 
the- state will no longer have to 
request that the district attorney 
prosecute the manufacturer or con- 
tractor in order to impose the fines. 


However，these fines can still be 


appealed in the courts. Other states 
Such .as New York，New Jersey， 
Pennsylvania and Massachusetts are

The current law, passed in 1981， 
requires all garment manufacturers 
and contractors to register with the 
state labor commissioner. “The idea 
for the law came because there were 
So many hidden shops and no wayto 
locate them so that police could 
enforce the minimum wage law and 
see-that workers were being paid 
Properly,” explained Mattie 
Jackson， vice-president of the 
JInternational “Ladies “Garment 
Workers Union (ILGWU). 

“We lobbied for the law in 
Sacramento because We Were con- 
cerned not knowing where all the 
Shops were,”Jackson Said.“You 
could open a garment shop in a 
garage 让 you -wanted to,” she 
exclaimed.

“The 
enforcement unit was dramatically 
cut. They used to have 10 attorneys， 
but seven were laid o 任 ” noted 
Dennis Hayashi, attorney for Asian 
Law Caucus.“Two-thirds of their 
agents were laid o 生 There's no way 
they can enforce all the laws.” 

“Its going to really hurt the 
employees who don't speak English， 
because the people who do the 
investigating usually speak only 
English,”he added. 

“My feeling is that although 
raising the fines for those employers 
who violate the minimum wagelawis 
a fairly significant step，it doesn't 
necessarily hurt the major 
manufacturers,” Hayashi opined. 
“If there are more prosecutions of 
criminal violations，then employers 
could paymore attention to the law,” 
the lawyer Suggested. 

“Idoubtifthere is enough people 
to police the law,”Jackson added. 
“We hope most manufacturers and 
contiactors will complybutthere are 
Some who may not be registered. All 
laws have to be policed, but none are 
1009%6 effective， We do have a 
System to protect the worker, but 让 
takes them to tell us when things are 
being improperly “ done,” she

MAIN PROFESSION 

“Since the mid-1800s，laundry 
WorK has been one of the main 
professions for ”Chinese in 
America” Said John 下 uo Wel 
Tchen，director of the New York 
Chinatown History Project and co- 
curator of this show. “Laundry 
WOIkers are right at the core of the 
Chinese experience in America. Yet 
until now，almost nothing has been 
Written Or produced about their 
history.” 

The exhibit is aimed at both 
Chinese and non-Chinese. 
Consequently,，all text is bilingual， 


Rioerside 
Chinese 
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Chinese and English.“On the one 
hand, we wantto reclaim this history 
for the Chinese laundry workers and 
their _families themselves,” said 
Ichen.“On the other，we want to 
dispel some of the stereotypes that 
have emerged of ”Chinese 
immigrants, and laundry workers in 
particular.” 


HISTORY TO LIFE 

Along with its ， historical 
narrative, the exhibit contains many 
quotes from laundry workers，Ppast 
and present, which bring the history 
to life. IThere is，for example， the 
laundryman “who describes  a 
Chinese Shirt press as full of “lying 
figers and hidden dragons,”meaning 
.Skilled professionals and educated 
men. 

TIhere is the man who describes 
his Surprise when， as a new 
immigrant in 1927，he learned that 
his uncles “Yi Shang _ Guan, 一 
literally “clothing ， store 一 Was 
actually a laundry. And there are 
ghost stories，Ppoems，and Songs

describing the inner feelings and 
outward struggles “of Chinese 
laundry workers. 

Research for the exhibit began 
in 1981 atthe NewYork Chinatown 
History Project. In 1982, a traveling 
Verison of the show was designed by 
the project and displayed in and 
around Chinatown. In early 1983， 
the New York State Museum in 
Albany designed and produced a 
larger version of the show, which has 
been on display there since April. 
That version of the show will be on 
display at the New York Public 
Library. 

To the tourist，Chinatown is a 
place to eat and shop. But to the 
Chinese immigrant，it is home. In 
reality，the two are inseparable 
aspects of one community. Both are 
the subject of a photographic exhibit 
from the New York Chinatown 
History Project also showing at the 
New York Public Library，from 
DOW: through December 23. 

RICH VARIETY 

The 60 black-and-white 
photographs “of contemporary 
Chinatown are the work of Robert 
Glick and Paul Calhoun， staff 
photographers from the _ history 
project. According to Calhoun, these 
photographs are “part of an ongoing 
Project to document the rich variety 
of everyday Chinatown life.” 

Glick and Calhoun have worked 
at the history project since 1980. 
Their work at the project has taken 


them in the company of oral 
historians ”to the ”homes and 
workplaces of older immigrants 


interviewed by the project. But much 
oftheirtime has been spent getting to 
know people in the streets, markets， 
restaurants and community centers 
of Chinatown. 

“The main thing has been to 
make ourselves familiar,”explained 
Glick.…We spend a lot of time just

Theirlaborhas been painstaking， 
but its fruits have been intimate， 
warm,， often poignant images of the 
community. There is,， for example， 
the view of a 70-year-old matriarch 
in her Spare tenement room，her 
strong， woOrk-worn hands folded 
gacefully in herlap, asword used in 
Tai Chi Chuan hanging from the 
White door behind her.

When asked how he felt abonut 
his 。 new ， assignment， Wong 
anSswered, “The big problem or 
challenge is getting the ilegal 
peddlers off the streets. Its not fair 
for the merchants to compete with 
jllegal peddlers.” 

PROLIFERAIION 

Despite Wong's emphasis on 
illegal peddlers, Lazarus' statements 
made clearthatthe city is aware that 
Sometimes it is the merchants 
themselves who have promulgated 
the “Proliferation of sidewalk 
vendors. 

“We will not allow any monkey 
business,” he declared.“There will 
be no leasing of public sidewalk 
space for selling.，JIn the past, Some 
merchants had charged peddlers a 
feeforuse ofthe public space in front 
of their Shops, 

Jeffrey Lee also said that the

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merchants will not be able to 
continue another practice now being 
engaged in by some merchants. The 
law would require that goods 
displayed outside must correspond 
with those Sold inside the store. 

Referring to a practice of 
“evasion,” Lee observed，“Tve 
heard it happening where there is a 
box of the same merchandise inside 
[even though the store does not 
actually sell that type of goods.]” 

He went on to Say,“With the 
help of the health department，we 
will make it tough to get by se 
that.” 


The ordinance permits stores in 
Chinatown/North Beach to display 
not only fruits and vegetagbles, and 
flowers and plants,， as is permitted 
throughout the rest of the city，but 
also non-food merchandise. 

Jeffrey Leenotedthat other areas 
can apply for an “enlargement”of its 
display category with his o 僻 ce. At 
present, though, this special enlarged 
category applies just to 
Chinatowm/ North Beach. 

Applications must include a$50 
check to cover the cogst of processing 
the application, proof of $1 million 
insurance coverage including San 
Francisco amongtheinsuredparties. 

Lee called the 91 million 
requirement “reasonable,” stating 
that most stores already carry a fair- 
Sized liability insurance policy, An 
increase ofthe coverageto$l million 
is“not that much more.” 

IMPETUS 

The impetus for the new 
ordinance came after merchants in 
the area had complained of the 
Presence of sidewalk vendors in the 
area. These peddlers, they claimed， 
hurt their business and cluttered up 
the Sidewalk. 

When the police began enforcing 
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current laws against the peddlers， 
imerchants who had their own goods 
on display found themselves being 
Subjected to the same treatment，as 
Was required by law. 

Mayor Feinstein set up a task 
force to look into the problem and to 
come Up with a solution. Members 
appointed to the task force include 
Pius Lee; Jeffrey Lee; Dick Evans， 
deputy director of the Department of 
Public Works; John Richie of the 
North Beach Association of Mer- 
chants and Professionals; Stephen 
Fong of the supervising board of the 
chamber, and Alton Chin, staffofthe 
Chinatown Neighborhood Improve- 
ment and Resources Center. 

“We want to minimize the use of 
Sidewalk areas,”concluded director 
Lee,“to make it look decent，not 
with all sorts 0 merchants out on 
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Provisions ofVendor Law

8. Sidewalk areanot occupiedbythe display stand shouldbekeptfree 


9. Permittee should have liability insurance of at least $1 million 
which names San Francisco and its officers and employees, jointly and 


10. Assignment or sale of the permit is prohibited. 

11. Sidewalk areas shall not be painted or altered without written 
approval by the director of public works. 

12. The permit issued does not constitute a deed or easement by San 
Francisco，and is revocable at will by the department or the board of

Lee indicated that his o 凶 ce may 
take other steps to help remind 
merchants to comply with the neW 
law，and to answer questions they 
may have. He noted that Wong and 
his fellow inspectors will likely go 
Shop to Shop to gve merchants 
notices about the change in law and 
the applications process，He may 
also hold a meeting in Chinatown for 
Imerchants.

Engineer Batting .500 in 
_High Technology Start-Ups 
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MOUNTAINVIEW 一 The art 
of establishing and maintaining a 
business in the competitive high 
technology field requires more than a 
Imere understanding of the product 
Which one plans to sell. It also means 
that one must have more than just a 
great product. 

These lessons, though simple to 
understand now, proved to be major 
stumbling blocks for David Chung， 
as he so candidly admits. He was the 
founder of the now defunct Umtech， 
and is the founder of the currently 
alive and kicking Chung 
Telecommunications，. 

Chung， a ，1969 ， Purdue 
University Ph.D. holder, worked for 
IBM， Texas  ， Instruments and 
Fairchild，While at the last，he 
pioneered the one-chip 
ImicroprocesSor，which is now a 
$300 million a year business，He 
holds 25 patents. 

TWO EXPERIENCES 

Speaking on the topic which he 
good-naturedly titled， “Golden 


Rules and Diabolical Quagmires,” 


Chung related the differences in the 
two experiences he has had in new 
startups in the business. 

Under the name Umtech, Chung 
and his colleagues developed a 
compnuter that competed with the 
“Our 
computer won awards for the best 
home computer and was selected by 
the United States to representthe US 
in Leipzig (at _ an international 
compnuter fair). 

“But,” the company founder 
honestly added, “we were a disaster 
in business. We did not lose money 
for major investors，but it was 3 
failure for me.” 

With the realization that .his 
business venture was notsucceeding， 
Chung admitted that he had to spend 
some time and thought as to what 
factors lead to failure. 

SWEET TIME 

“The kind of company we all 
would liketo seeis an An Wangora 
HewlittrPackard. They took a long 
time [to develop]. IThey were 
founded and managed 
technicians,， he observed，“butthey 


by 


took their sweettime to build them.?” 

Chung observed，“We failed 
because our tech people did not have 
authorization (to make and imple- 
ment decisions). . . ，Without au- 
thorization, much ofthe time is spent 
holding hands of the investors， 


This,” stressed the engineer,“is a 
.SeVere handicap for new Start-ups.?” 


He noted, 计 you have to have outside 
money, then you don't control allthe 
authority. 5 

Another obstacle Umtech had to 
face was more personal.“Ibetrayed 
my Own feelings and interests, ”said 
Chung，Ihe company，beginning 
with hardware，moved into the 
development and production of 
software，the programs which users 
place into the actual computer to 
accept and recall data. 

“Consumer goods [life software] 
are like toys, . . . They require a 
different kind of expertise. I could 
not build good games，but I_ could 
build good computers.”By venturing 
into an unknown area，Chung felt 
that this may have contributed to the 
hard knocks which beset the young 
company. 

“You must like whatyou do,”he 
emphasized. 

CORE GROUP 

He went on to _ observe that a 
company Imust have a good“core 
group ”ifit wishes to succeed, Chung 
cited the need for experts in the fields 
of finance,，management，miarketing 
and engineering. 

“The core group must have all 
the ingredients，otherwise you will 
not know what you want the 
company to do,” advised the 
founder. 、 

Looking once more at the-highly 
Successful， Asian-owned “ Wang 
business in New England，Chung 
next discussed how the product line 
can mean Success orfailureforahigh 
tech business. 

“Wehad a good productline, but 
we had not thought out how one 
follows another. Each advance must 
be a quantum jump better than the 
prior one, ”Chung said. 

MOUTH-WATERING 

“An Wang (in a recent 
announcement to the field)，said it 
had something that was “mouth- 
watering good ”This urged the 
engineer, was Important a conceptto 
understand _ and implement 一 to 
entice ”product consumers to 
purchase the product and to look 
forward to the next one， 

“Otherwise,”he said,“you are 
cheating people. Ifsomething is well- 
thought out youhave a good idea of 
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what will follow.” 

FEor Umtech, the next fatal step 
came with :its fast-paced growth. 
“We exploded,” remembered 
Chung.“We had 9,000 orders, and 
we had to expand. We began to pull 
people off the streets，asking，“Do 
you want to work for Umtech》 


We had not bilta 2 our 
infrastructure,” the engineer Said. 
"Nice -quality things happen 


gradually，IHiacompanyexplodes 一 
like Osborne，a _ computer concern 
which just recently announced 让 


could no longer _ continue its 
business 一 then there _ can be 
Problems. 

DOWN DRAIN 


“The first year, it grows,”noted 
Chung.“Thethird year, it goes down 
the drain. 

“It was not that the people we 
had were not quality people,”he 
quickly explained.“It was just that 
We Were not ready to absorb the 
growth.”Umtech had become what 
he called a “mirage doing good 
business.” 

Chungrepeatedly urged potential 
high tech companies to consider 
Seriously the example set by the 
Successful larger companies. “In 
order for a company to be successful 
like IJBM，HP and Wang, it has to 
have a corporate structure.”This, he 
explained，was basically how the 
company Planned to conduct its 
business. 

“If the company_expands [too 
fast], it does not have its corporate 
structure in place.”As an example， 
Chung looked specifically at how a 
Corporate Structure must be worked 
out in an attempt to secure money to 
finance a business venture. 

SEQUENTIAL PLAN 

“了 you have to raise money, you 
have to work out a sequential plan. 
It's unfair to go to venture capitalists 
让 you say what wonderful things you 
can do, but you don't have an idea 
what [your] high tech can do,” 
Chung stated. 

He instead stressed ， the 
importance of doing things “up front

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Merle Woo ScoresTwo 
Big Legal Victories 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 Fired 
UC Berkeley lecturer Merle Woo 
late last month won two legal rulings 
in her favor in her free Speech case 
against the university. 

Woo, whohastfiled complaints in 
state and federal courts, and with the 
Public Employment Relations Board 
(PERB)，has sought to regain her 
teaching ”position at 了 Berkeley's 
Asian American Studies 
Department for one year. 

REDUCED YEARS 

She was fired in June 1982， 
underanewprovision adoptedbythe 
School which reduced the maximum 
number of years alecturer could stay 
at the School from eight to four. 

In thefirst ruling, PERB upheld 
last Decembers decision by Judge 


Barry Winograd that invalidated the 
university policy，and which called 
for the reinstatement of the fired 
lecturers with backpay. 

Woo and the other lecturers had 
been represented by the American 
Federation of Teachers， which 
charged that the school had changed 
its ”employment rules before 
notifying or consulting with the 
union. (E[ 于 12/15/82) 

Since Winograd's decision Was 
handed down，UC 了 Berkeley has 
responded by rehiring some of the 
lecturers. Woo has not been rehired， 
though Winograd's decision had 
expressly noted that the four-year 
rule had been“mis-applied”in her 
Case.

forthe actionhad been “hercriticism 
of the program.” 

Woo alleges that the university 
terminated her employment ”be- 
cause She was “critical of AAS 
(Asian American Studies) tenure 
track faculty's implementation of 
conservative policies，because She 
Supported Student democracy，and 
because she is a_ Socialist feminist 
lesbian and a unionist.” 

Woo and her supporters contend 
that the university has changed its 
explanations of why she was fired， 
sometimes relying on the four-year 
rule, Sometimes not. 

Thelecturer, wholater wenton to 
teach at San Francisco State 
University,， and her attorney，Mary 
C. Dunlap， argue that the rule was 
used as a3“pretext”to fire Woo. 


They say the underlying reasons 


Were “discrimination and censor- 


ship.” ， 
STATE COURT 

The second legal ruling Was 
handed down just last week by 
Alameda County Superior Court 
Judge “Winton  McKibben. He 
decided that Woo would not have to 
wait until her federal trial is through 
before she can pursue her state coOUTIt 
claims. 

Under the state action， Woo has 
requested reinstatement and at least 
$100,000 in damages. Federal 
District Judge Conti had earlier 
denied Woo's request for money 
damages in the federal case, which is 

isScheduled for a hearing March 5. 

UC had argued that issues and 
remedies were identical in both 
forums and that the state action 
should not be permitted. 

Upon hearing of McKibben's 
ruling， Woo stated， “UCS 
arguments were false，They have 
WwWIonged me in Several ways_and 
Seeking justice in one court alone 
would not have provided the full 
TIemedy.” 

IMPORTANTI 

“Damages are exceedingly im- 
portant,， as recompense for physical 
and emotional stress, attorney s fees 
and other costs, and because it will 
be shown that management cannot 
Violate our rights with impunity,” 
declared the former lecturer. “My 
Victory will encourage other Workers 
to 人 ght back, too.” 

According to Woo and her 
Supporters, the ruling by the Public 
Employees Relations Board could 
affect all lecturers. IThe Dazm 
Caltrnian went even 名 rther. 开 
reported that as many as 25,000- 
30,000 full-time_ university 
employees could be affected by the 
ruling, which seems to apply notjust 
to _ union members but to all 
employees. 

Woo stated，“So much is at stake 
here. We intend to continue on in a 
Very public way，in every avenue， 
fighting in the courts and in the 
communities，UC's discriminatory 
Practices.”

Designed for Young Children 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 Severely 
hit by cutbacks in food program 
Subsidies, Asian Childcare Workers， 
a network of 11 SF childcare 
programs，is Urging the passage of 
Assembly Bill 1053. Sponsored by 
Assemblywoman Gwen Moore (D- 
Los Angeles),AB 105 wouldimpose 
a Seven-cent tax on gallon soda pop 
containers and remove the current 
tax exemption for candy. 

Revenues from the taxes would 
replenish funds lost to both state and 
federal budget cuts， The tax from 


-SOda alone is expected to generate 


over$50 million, estimates the Food 
Law Center. 

The bill targets two less- 
nutritious ”products which may 
interfere with children's health and 
also_ contains provisions to assist 
preventive dental Screening 
programs for children，said the 
Center. AB 105 is currently before 
the Assembly Revenue and 工 ax 
Committee. 

SEVERAL CHANGES 

In 1982，the Reagan adminis- 
tration made several changes in the 
US _ Department of Agriculture s 
Child Care Food Program.， These 
included eliminating one snack from 
the daily meal program and lowering 
the_ income ceilings So that fewer 
children would be eligible for 
Subsidy. These changes made 
reimbursements to food programs 
much lower. 

Based on family income，the 
USDA sets up three different reim- 
bursement rates: free，reduced and 
base. A_ family of four must gross 
under$12,090 to qualify for subsidy 
under the free category; $17,210 
Under the reduced category; and 
families above$17,210 are assigned 
to the base category. 

Afterthe guidelines were reVised， 
many children moved from the free 
to the reduced rate category-. 

The cuts resulted in the loss of 
$122.5 million to California' s child 
nutrition programs in 1982. The 
Department of Education esttimates 
that at least 209% of the children 
participating in the child nutrition 
programs have dropped out. USDA 
figures indicate that over 3896 of 
those children were low-income. 

VARIETY CUT 

Dennis Yee of the Economic 
Opportunity Council which supplies 
four of the centers in the Asian 
network，estimated the cutbacks 
have cost EOC $40,000 a year in 
lost revenue. While the 下 OC sta 人 在 
has maintained nutritional require- 
ments，variety in the type of food 
offered has been Severely curtailed. 

“Ham and other more costly 
meats have been eliminated，We 
Serve more CasSeroles. 下 Xperimenta- 
tion with different food offerings has 
also been eliminated,” explained 
Yee. He also noted that in order to 
provide an adequate quantity of 
food, there has been no cost of living 
increase for the staff of EOC. 

Nihonmachi Little Eriends 
received a $096 cutback andiis now 
receiving only$500-600 amonth for 
45 children.， 

Yook YauJi Ga receives $300 a 
month for their program. heir costs 
are $1800 a month for 35 children. 
The money now going into the food 
program would have gone into 
Scholarships forlow-income families 
to attend the center，Deficits are 
made Up by constant fundraising 
throughout the school year. 

FUNDRAISING 

Wah Mei school devotes muchof 
its time to fundraising，and inl 
addition has developed an intricate| 
System of sending parents tol 
purchase food and paper products; 
throughonut the city to Save on costSs.| 

Most centers have no choice but| 


to Supplement their reimbursements 
with funds from othersources: Parent 
fundraising，donations Or cutting 
corners on other needs and costs; 
Such as staff salaries and classroorn 
Supplies in order to meet their food 
Program requirements. 

卫 venifthe centers were to double 
and triple the income through 
fundraising，the Asian “Childcare 
Workers group argues the amount of 
money is still very Small and makes 
Serving adequate meals for growing 
children a challenging，but frus- 
trating task. 

“We have no _ choice but to 
participate in the childcare food 
program ifacenterreceives any form 
of state funding,”stated Annabelle 
Thorp, of the Cross Cultural Family 
Center. 

MUSTI ABIDE 

“We must abide by USDA 
guidelines. We could probably do a 
better job by ourselves，but we are 
obligated to follow their regulations 
and devote time to doing their 
paperwork, which is expensive,”she 
noted. 

The Asian Childcare Workers is 
uUrging all who are concerned about 
nutrition and food for children to 
Support the passage of AB 105 by 
writing their state Senators and 
aSSemblypersons.
